RETROSPECT OF 1869. 
Itis most difficaltfor a for- 
eigner to acquire the informa 
tion necessary to give a bare sketch, 
even, of the political condition of China, 
The means at his disposal are confined, 
almostexclusively, tovagueramonrs that 
filter ont from native sources, or to such 
inferences as be can draw from memo- 
rials in the Peking Gazette. It may be 
doubted, indeed, whether the Chi- 
nese themselves—except the highest 
officials—have much more definite 
sources of knowledge; for the Pe- 
kirg Gazette is, to them, as to us, 
the only medinm of publicity. So 
far as can be gathered from theso 
sources, the work of pacification has 
rather gained than lost ground during 
the past year. The Taiping rebellion has 
become a matter of history, and the 
Nienfei disturbances in the North may 
now be passed into the same category. 
The suppression of the Intter, by the 
jointeffortsof Liand Tso, appearsto have 
een effectual; and the Mahomedans 
have been driven back from Shansi, 
into the far North-west, across the 
borders of Kansub. Here they still 
seem to maintain a frout against the 
Imperialists, and we hear of large claims 
for money by the Viceroy, to enable him 
to operate effectually against thom. Ttis 
likely, however, that their condition is 
rather that of brigandage than rebellion, 
and that Tso's difficulty is rather to 
crash than to defeat them. 

The only province where rebellion 
can be fairly said to exist, is Yunnan— 
if province which has constituted it- 
self into an independent kingdom and 
held its own for several years, can still 
be called rebellious. It is, however, 
regarded so at Peking, and reports are 
frequently heard of endeavours made 
or promised, to recover its allegiance. 
One of the charges recently mado 
against Watang, Viceroy of Szechnen, 
was connected with the supply of 
money to aid operations in Yunnan; 
and we now hear, from Canton, of 
heavy imposts on foreign trade, under 
the ptea that thie ‘process are destined 
to forward the eame object. It does 
not appear, however, that any extensive 
movement has yet been attempted. 
‘The government probably “se recucillo” 
after its late struggles, before directing 
an extensive ition inst this 
ee 

Yunnan and Kansuh are, then, the 
only provinces in China proper, where 
insurrection can be said to exist. In

the remaining sixteen, the Emperor's 


rule, however weak, is unchallenged 
Local disturbances may exist, but not 
of grave nature, And those districts 
which were devastated by the Taoping 
Rebellion are gradually, though slowly, 
recovering from their rain, 

Bat if precise information is difficult 
to obtain, regarding the provinces of 
China proper, the task becomes akin 
to impossible, in the vase of its vast 
dependencies, Tartary and Thibet. 
Vague reports exist of discontent in 
both these regions. The inhabitants of ' 
Thibet are said to be uneasy under the 
priestly government, through which 
China rales them; and rumont is rife of 
discontent among the Mongols, which is 
causing anxiety at Poking. It is said 
that troops are being directed towards 
both regions, in case of trouble. 

It is interesting to note, on the other 
hand, that the King of Siam has re- 
newed his fealty. Like most of the 
States bordering on China, Siam has 
generally acknowledged itself tributary 
to the central Kingdom; and foreign 
nations generally are classed by ‘every 
trae Chinaman in the same categor 
with these “lesser States.” Siam fell 
off from its duty daring the Taeping 
rebellion, because, it now alleges, tho 
disturbances in the interior of China 
rendered the journey to Peking unsafe; 
bat its King now begs, again, to bo al- 
lowed to appronch the Celestial throne, 
and bask in the sunshine of tho Im- 
perial presence. i 

What goes on in the capital itself is 
wrapped in even more than ‘usual di- 
plomatic mystery. Only now and again is 
the veil lifted, aud the outer world allow- 
ed a glimpse at proceedings in the sanc- 
taary. The most important occurrences 
of the year have been the revision of 
the British treaty, and the ratification 
of the celebrated convention entered 
into by Mr. Burlingame, with America. 
Daring a recent flying’ visit to the ca 
pital, Mr. J. MacLeavy Brown succeed- 
ed in persuading the ‘'sung-li yamen to 
take this step,so necesary to the stability 
of Mr. Burlingame’s position as Chi- 
nese Ambassador, and also induced 
them to grant the Mission a prolonged 
lease of life. H. B. M. Minister left 
Peking, after signing the revised treaty 
with England, the text of which was 
pee in the N. 0. Herald of the 
st December. As we have before re- 
marked, this embodies no concessions, 
except the opening of one additional 
port on the Yangtze; and the Chinese 
must congratulate themselves on their 
success in repelling our demands for 
progress. Tho changes in detail are 
variously viewed, but they will be moro 
appropriately discussed inafaturepaper, 

Great preparations are said to be i, 
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riage, which is to take place during the 
current year. It is likely that that event 
will be the signal for bis assumption of 
the reins of power. It is to be feared 
that the influences under which he has 
‘Deen educated, will not predispose him 
to liberal measures or a friendly foreign 
policy. The Empress dowager and bis 
tator are both eminently conservative; 
and are believed to influence unfavour- 
ably the more intelligent members of 
the Teung-li yamen. 

‘We have lately published some in- 
teresting articles on the efforts which 
China is making, to strengthen ber 
military position." It is well, of courso, 
that a nation should be strong ; but it 
is feared that the possession of foreign 
arms and of a few thousand troops 
roughly instracted in foreign drill, may 
encourage a government so arrogant 
and so ignorant of its real strength, to 
measures that may end in war. Mam 
other points claim notice, in a sketcl 
of the political position in China ; but 
wo must defer farther comment for the 
present, promising to resume the sub- 
ject in’ our next, under the head of 
“ Foreign Relations with China.” 





Buck Te. ‘We commence our com- 
mercial review of the past 
year by glancing back at the fortunes 
of one of our most important exports. 
The fact that the course of the tea 
market in England has been generally 
disappointing, though lessening the 
pleasure, will not destroy the interest 
of the review. 

‘The Hankow market opened on the 
24th May at high rates, although the 
crop was inferior ; but considerable 
settlements were. made before bayers 
seemed to realise that they were paying 
excessive prices for tea which was 
generally considered inferior to that of 
any previous season. As soon as buying 
slackened, native tenmen to ease the 
Hankow market, shipped largely to 
Shanghai, and it was not till consider- 
able stocks had accumulated, here, that 
buying commenced, atprices which were 
universally considered moderate and 
within the ideas and limits even of peo- 
Be who had suffered severely by the 

isasters of the previous season. It 
was undoubtedly a fact that teamen 
were losing 15 to 20 per cent on their 
first crop operations, and this naturally 
deterred them from entering into iarge 
preparations for the second crop. But 
‘at this period, telegrams were received 
quoting a steady advauce in common 
Congon, in the London market ; and 
from this point, our troubles began. 
Tt seems an undoubted fact that com- 
mon tea cannot be produced at a pro- 
fit to teamen, under Tis. 18 per picul 
Jaid down in Shanghai; the increased 
rates of labour, the high price of cop- 
per cash, and the heavy native taxes 
making large difference in cost as 
compared to the years before the Re- 
Pellion. These expenses are estimated 
as follows :—

In the'beginning of July, the usual 
reports were circulated of a probable 
short crop, and Foreign merchants then 
commenced to compete against each 
other, at weekly advancing rates. Se- 
cond crop teas did, in fact, arrive spar- 
ingly; and although they showed a pro- 
fit to the producer, no great harm was 
done till the middle of September 
when large parchases, made at rates 
culminating in an advance of Tis. 2 per 
pecal, encouraged teamen who had 
closed their hongs in the country to 
return and re-open them ; and irom that 
date until quite recently, supplies have 
been coming forward freely. 

Itmust be noted, moreover, that latest 
arrivals have almost entirely consisted 
of very common descriptions. It has 
been estimated indeed, that 5,000,000 
Ibs. of tea, unparallelled in any previ- 
ous season for its lowness of character, 
has, this year, been prepared. Low 
mixed spurious tens are also being 
packed, and still offered in the market ; 
though, as there is no chance of a defi- 
cient export, it is hardly likely buyers 
will invest on the barest chance of a 
small profit, in rubbish which is more 
likely to be condemned as unsaleable. 
For the information of our home read- 
ers, wo may mention that this so-called 
“ Maloo mixture” is the re-fired leaf of 
tea that has already beon used in na- 
tive tea-shops. 

‘Tho result, so far as ascertained, of 
the ont-turn of shipments from Shang- 
hai during the present season, seems on 
the whole satisfactory. ‘The first teas 
which reached home, by steamer, paid 
handsomely ; and by'Iast accounts were 
still covering cost, But, as the system 
of forcing sales appears to be persisted 
in, it is to be feared that future advices 
may be of a more gloomy nature. Ship- 
ments from Hankow have, we believe, in 
most instances resulted in a heavy loss. 

‘We must now say a few words as to 
the probable total export. We estimate

The rate of consamption and of re- 
export, in England, up to the 9th 
October, had been about 2,906,020 Ibs. 
per week, equalling 151,118,040 Ibs. per 
annum ; which would leavo an increase 
to the stock of about 3,900,000 Ibs. by 
the time the new teas arrive. Though, 
if low prices stimulate the trade, it is 
likely that this may be absorbed by an 
increased consumption. 

An important feature in the ten trade, 
which is very much overlooked here, is 
the great increase in the production of 
Indian tea. In 1865 and 1866, the Im- 
port into Great Britaiu" was only 
4,680,000 Ibs.; last year it was 11,260,000 
Ibs; and this year it is estimated at 
15,000,000 Ibs. A great authority on 
the tea trade writes, “Indian tea, 
more clearly than ever, appears to us to 
be the tea of the future. There can 
be no doubt that, with many grocers, 
it bas superseded all other mixing 
kinds, and that the use of scented teas 
and Oolongs is in some districts al- 
most at an end. The pungent and 

enetrating flavor of Indian teas never 
{ose stale, and adds at the same 
time great strength to the far weaker 
China growths. Another advantage is 


that the liquor drawn is dark in eolonr, ; 
which is almost invariably considered 


an infallible sign of strength.” Now 
this strength and fragrance must an- 
doubtedly bring this tea more and 
more into favor, so long as the quality 
of China teas continues to deteriorate, 
Tt is apparent to any observant tea 
taster that, every year, there is less 
care displayed ‘in’ the twisting aud 
manipniation of the leaf. This ‘s 
entirely cansed by the speedy com- 
manication we now have with the 
producing districts. Before the open- 
ing up of the Yangstze, teamen rejected 
all leaves that’ were opm, and that 
could not be twisted; as, no doubt from 
previons experience, they discovered 


that, unless carefully prepared and well | 


packed, their first season's produce, by 
the time it reached the Shanghai or 
Canton market, had Jost.a great deal 
ofits fragrance. It was often three 
months after the new teas had been pre= 
pared before they could be brought to 
market, as the j 
conveyed w 
by adverse winds or the flooded state 
of the Yangstze, while stormy and wet 
weather would dela; transit on 
the Canton ronte. sidering the re~ 
sults of this deterioration, the course 
parsued by merchants in England, this 
season, of forcing off their teas when- 
ever they could get a chance, either by 
private contract or by auction “ with- 
out reserve,” although much to be re- 
gretted, is not to be wondered at. Tho 
experience of holding has, almost 
without exception, been ruinous, as a 
rapid falling off in quality entirely coun- 
teracts any improvement that may be 
met with iu the Loudon demand, during 
the spring. We know of many cases 
where teas once classed as finest, after 
having been held for two seasons, have 
come down to the grade of good com- 
mon congon; and an examination of 
sample canisters in Shanghai, this sea- 
son, had also betrayed rapid deteriora- 
tion. It is urged from London—why do 
not you make the natives hold the stock, 
iustead of forcing a year's consumption 
on usin six months 2 The answer ix, 
how can it be avoided ? You forget that 
orders are yearly sent ont for near- 
ly three times the amount of tea that 
i3 produced; that, this season, prices 
were lower than they bad been sinco 
1861; and that, while we were buying 
here under orders, we were quite un- 
aware that there had been such a delay 
in opening the Foochow market, our 
communication with that port beiug so 
uncertain that, for weeks, we were de- 
pendent on Hongkong for nows, ‘The 
only wise conrse for the fntnze, appears

England on their own account, is hardly 
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any extent. Before the trade can as- 
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likely to make them anxious to ship to 
same a really healthy condition, stocks 
in England must be reduced. Six and 
seven months supplies may have been 
fa necessary reserve, when the old East 
Tudia Company's ships took six months 
on a voyage, and when teas were pre- 
pared so that they would keep, unin- 
Fired, over three times that period. 

ut now. that the length of voyage is 
reduced by half, a different rale should 
prevail. Moreover, with increasing sup- 
plies from Japan and India, China is 
not, now, the only producing country, 
as it used to be. Indeed, as we have 
before remarked, unless their quality 
improve, Chinateas promise, eventually, 
to become only useful for leaf, while 
pnngency and strength will be added 
from Indian growths. 

The increase of shipments from 
Shanghai; vid Tientsin, for Russia is 
also remarkable, and must, uext season, 
affect the export demand from London, 
We hear from reliable sources that, not- 
withstanding the reduction in the duty 
on importation through the Baltic and 
Germany, larger quantities than ever, of 
ten, find their way into European Ras- 
sia by the overland route; and a belief 
is even gaining ground that the same 
deterioration of quality does not occur, 
on this route, as during the sea voyage. 
"The export of tea vid Tientsiu was

We must ad that we are not able to 
reach the standard we aim at, in the pre- 
sont number ; the recent holidays and the 
short time we have had to make the change 
in, prevent our doing so; but we hope to 
do better in our next issue. 

‘The only event of local interest since the 
date of our last, has been a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce held on the Sist 
ulto., when a very able letter to Earl Claren- 
don, which had been prepared by the 
Committee in regard the new treaty, 
was agreed to. A suggestion to increase 
the number of Committee-men to 10, 
was carried ; as was a resolution raising the 
rate of subscription from Tis. 25 to Tis. 50. 
‘A proposal to admit individual members, 
—other than representatives of firms— 
at a subscription of Tis. 20, was negatived. 
‘A proposal for the collection of statistics 
of stocks of manufactured goods, was agreed 
to. 

‘A further investigation has been held 
at the U. S. Consulate, before Dr. Jenkins 
and the Che-hien, into the death of the Pilot 
Stevens who, it sill bo remembered, 
was reported murdered by pirates while 
cruising off the Ruggeds. The Chinese who 
were serving on board his boat at the time, 
were examined separately, but all adhered 
to their previous story; and the Magis- 
trate said he could find no inculpatory 
evidence against them. He advised, how- 
ever, that the men should be sent into tho 
‘Taotai, with a request that evidence against 
the alleged pirates might be sought out. 
‘This course was resolved on. 

Wo publish, to-day, the minutes of an 
investigation held, in the Shanghai Court, 
at the request of the crew, into the row on 
board the Neweastle, which was referred to 
in our issue of the 2ist ulto. It will bo 
seen that the crew of the Newcastle relate 
adifferent story from that given by our 
Foochow correspondent. ‘The Captain has 
been released on bail, to enable him to 
procure further evidence. 

‘Small pox has been very prevalent among 
the natives, of late, and several cases 
have accurred among foreigners. It is 
worth consideration how far the frequent 
small pox epidemics, which break out in 
Shanghai, are caused by the inoculation 

















and wo have heard intelligent natives 
attribute the extensive prevalence of small 
pox at present, mainly to this origin. 

‘We are glad to state that the Soochow 
Bridge has at length been thrown open to 
foreigners ;and only regret that Chinese are 
not to share the privilege of free passage. 
The sum of Tis. 1,500 per annum, to be 
paid in commutation, is rather a dear 
bargain. 

‘Weare sorry tohave to record the demise, 
with the old year, of our morning contem- 
poraty the Shanghai Recorder. We have 
always found our contemporary a frank 
and courteous rival, and regret his disap- 
pearance from the field. 

We learn that our Soocnow correspon- 
dent's surmise, as to Ting Futai’s trouble 
about his son’s escapade, having drop- 
ped, was premature. On the contrary, 
he is in a worso dilemma than before. 
After receiving ‘'ing's memorial, throw- 
ing the blame un a man (named Ting) 
other than his son, the Emperor ordered 
Ma, the Viceroy of Nanking, to investigate 
the caso, But the “Ting” who was sub- 
omed to personate the culprit, has since 
confessed his deception, and the Viceroy 
has advised Ting Futai to memorialise 
the throne, confessing his mistake. 

We have uo news of interest from the 
Northern or River Ports. 

We learn with much pleasure that the 
Swatow community have shown their ap- 
preciation of Mr. Alabaster’s recent ser- 
vices at that port, by presenting him with 
an address and handsome testimonial, 
Since Mr. Alabaster has been at Swatow, 
Chao-chao-fu lias been opened to foreign 
trade, and a lesson has been taught to the 
turbulent villagers in tho neighbourhood, 
which has secured the line of communica 
tion with that city. 

From Castos, we hear of the imposition 
of heavy squeezes on articles of foreign im- 
port, under plea that the money is wanted 
to carry on the war against the Mahome- 
dans in Yunnan, Details will be found on 
another page. 

From Hoxoxoxo, wo lear that Sir 
R. Alcock passed through the port on the 
23rd ulto., in the Adventure, en route 
to Canton. He was expected in Hongkong 
onthe 3ist. The Daily Press remarks that 
the Minister will arrive at,Canton ‘ just 
in time to see to the squeezes which have 
lately been imposed on foreign goods at that 
port, and which he will no doubt at ones 
suppress with his usnal energy and ability.” 
‘The list of subscriptions to the Gibson 
Memorial Fund shows that $2,710 have 
been collected in Hongkong. 

A report comes from Jarax, that Messrs. 
Lay and Trautmann have been commis- 
sioned by the Japanese Government to 
construct a Railway from Kioto to Yeddo 
—a distance of 270 miles. When will the

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THE FRENCH EXPEDITION. 


Ove readers are probably aware that 
the last M. I. mail steamer was delayed, 
to enable Admiral de Cornulier 
Luecinitre, to leave by her for Saigon, 
whither he goes to take up the post of 
Governor General of Cochin China, 
vacated by Admiral Ohier. Admiral 
de Cornulier returned only on Tuesday, 
in company with M. ”Méau, from 
Nanking, whither he had accompanied 
M. Rochechouart, on his mission of 
enquiry into the various troubles that 
have lately occurred up the Yangize 
and in Szechuen. We are glad to hear 
that the expedition has, thus far, had 
the most complete success; and trust 
that the British Government will learn 
wisdom from the differeuce between 
the reception accorded, by the Viceroy, 
to their Minister, and to the Represent 
atives of France. Sir Rutherford Al- 
cock was kept waiting at the doors 
ofthe Yamén; and treated with im- 
pertinence, when at length ho was 
admitted. The French Envoy was 
welcomed with marked honor; and re- 
ceived with all possible ceremony in a 
“Kung-kwan,” which had been placed 
at his disposal, He visited tho viceroy 
with an escort and the usual insignia 
of state; and the latter returned his 
visit the next day at the Jesuit Mission 
lonse—a thing previously unheard of, 
aud which caused some — sensation 
among the people. It is also at the 
Mission that negociations are going on 
with reference to the outrages that 
have lately taken place in Auhwey. The 
punishment of the culprits, of whom 
two are to be executed, is assured : and 
a proclamation has been drawn up, ia 
which every toleration is assured’ to 
converts. 

From Hankow and other places 
where troubles Lave occurred, equally 
satisfactory news has been received. 
The authorities are everywhere making 
advances, and submitting proposals of 
conciliation. As soon as he has settled 
details, M. Rochechouart intends to 
continue his journey up the Yangtze 
with the naval expedition, command of 
which devolves on Captain Maudet, 
now that Admiral de Cornulier has left. 
We congratulate the Intter on the gra- 
tifing results which have attended his 
closing act of service in these waters ; 
and feel assured that the demonstra- 
tion which has been made will redouud 
to the interest of foreigners generally, 
aswell as to the prestige of France. 
It seems that the Chinese will not learn 
by experience—and it must be confes- 
sed that we ourselves are equally dull 
of apprehension. We have, here, a re- 
petition of tho Yangchow affair of 
only twelve months ago. Unsupported 
by force, Mr. Medhurstand Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock met with insolence. Sup- 
ported by force, Mr. Medhurst and M. 
Rochechouart both met with courtesy 
and ready acquiescence in their de- 
mands. Weare not aware of the de- 
tails of concessions obtained in the pre- 
seut case, and a list of which wi 
wo presume, as in the case at Yang 
chow, be embodied in the proclama- 
tion that has been decided on. It is 
possible that some of theso may not 
commend themselves to foreigners, uni- 
























| versally; for different opinions are held 
as to the degree of protection which 
it is right to extend over native con- 
verts—or, rather, as to the degree of 
official interferenco which it is right 
to exert in their case. But as to the 
general wisdom of M. de Ruchechouart’s 
measures, there can be no question ; 
and the’ resalt adds one more proof to 
the hundreds already accumulated, that 
a firm and vigorous policy is the ouly 
one that can possibly be worked out 
with success in China. The exercise of 
force is hardly ever necessary, but its 
display is frequently needed, to repress 
the insoleuce and check the habitual 
evasion of the mandarins. 


THE NEW Year, 


Tae opening day of a New Year is the 
one day of tho three hundred and sixty 
five which enkindles the hopes of every- 
body. It isa cosmopolitan day. Christ. 
mas and Easter take their tone feom 
theology; the Féte Napoléon and tie 
fourth of July are endeared by associa. 
tion, and are cherished by strong poli. 
tical and national feelings. Bat the 
first day of the year appeals to all sorts 
and conditions of men. Liko the white 
sheet of Peter’svision, it embraces beasts 
clean and unclean. 

Of course it is difficult aud dange- 
rous to attempt to play tho part of a 
prophet, and policy always suggests 
that those who affect the charactor of 
the seer should veil their utterances 
in mystery. Looking back over the 
past year in China, we confess we 
See much that is unsatisfactory. ‘The 
policy of the British Government has 
not been calculated to forward the true 
interests either of natives or for- 
eigners; and perhaps many havea secret. 
desire that the next year may “ bring 
things to a crisis.” ” This is, at least, 
the popular formula, though it conveys 
confused ideas to ‘those who uso it 
oftenest. In effect it meas war, and 
wounds and wretchedness to thousands 
of innoveat people. It means the de- 
struction of ancient monuments, the in- 
crease of oppressive taxes; all the dread- 
fal series of calamities with which 
Europe is familiar, transplanted by the 
folly and weakness of Europe, to China, 
This, of course, the present generation 
of politicians will not see; and therefore, 
in 1870 or 187], a British subject will 
in all human likelihood receive some 
aggravated injury; and a burst of 
indignant retribution will be the 
dire substitute for a firm course of 
opposition to aggression. Before the 
year which has just commenced is closed, 
we shall probably know two important 
points. Ist whether or no the Revised 
Treaty will be accepted by the powers; 
2ud who will be the successor of 
Rutherford Aleock in Peking. These 
points cannot fail to influence the fu- 
ture of Chiva, fora decade at least. Of 
course, events perfectly out of the power 
of the calculator may cross and inter- 
rapt all our conjectures, and thwart 
and disappoint our best founded hopes. 
Some half savage mob of literati,in a re- 
mote province, may make an attack on 
foreigners, which will occasion a trage- 
dy that will rouse the wrath of Western 
Powers. Some political change at Pe- 
































king may place in office a native minis. 
ter who reads aright the question of 
China’s relations with the West. Pro- 





motion, death or any of the changes 
and chances which make and mar 
careers, may effect an alteration in the 
names of the half dozen foreigners who 
Lave lately been identified with China, 
and revolutionize its future. 

Oar interests in China are so insex 
parably linked with polities, that these 
naturally claim a first place in any ree 
marks that we may make on our own fors 
tunes. But, after all, politics are only 
means to au end. They interest us, 
chiefly, in so far as the state of 
the political atmosphere affects the 
material well-being of the country, and 
our commercial relation with the peo 
ple. Commerce is the end of our resi. 
dence here; and merchants advocate 
the political views which they think 
most conducive to the smootliness of 
our relations, and to the welfare of the 
people ou whose prosperity the deve- 
lopment of our commerce so greatly 
depends, Each year confirms our ex- 
perience as to the trath of these views, 
and as to the fallacy of the belief which 
has temporarily gained ground at home, 
that the ruling classes are willing to pro- 
gress if left to their own devices. Bach 
Year makes more patent the fnct, that 
the people are either careless or fayour- 
ably disposed; but that the official classes 
would rather expel foreigners altoge- 
ther, than welcome their innovations or 
extended intercourse with them. The 
story goes that a gentleman lately told 
Mr. Wade it would take him a thou- 
sand years, under the present system, 
to persuade the Chinese to grub up the 
grass from the Courts of the Temple 
of Heaven, And the remark aptly 
illustrates theactual mouldiness and the 
utter apathy of the mandarin mind. As 
none before, however, we are con- 
vinced that all’ this must soon change. 
The great doctrine to be inculcated is, 

hatall our interests are identical. ‘The 
diplomatist at Peking, the missionary 
in Hoopeb, the merchants in Shanghai 
or Hankow, are all striving after e: 
tonded intercourse and freer relations 
with this country. ‘They ave all. work- 
ing toa same end by different roads, 
and all therefore should put their 
shoulders jointly to the wheel. The 
more fully’ wo Yealize this, the more 
good we shall do in our respective 
spheres, in this newly opened year of 
grace 1870. 

















CHINESE FOLK-LORE, 
A great Romish authority once remark- 
ed that the Catholic Church was literal- 
ly “hung with miracles.” Iu the same 
way it may bo said that the Middle 
Kingdom ‘is literally hung with le- 
gends. Every sinologue who examines. 
the inner life of the people discovers 
that theit-beliefs are intertwisted with 
dim traditions, aud weird and fautas- 
tic stories. Each ‘hill, grove, and 
stream has its presiding genius and its 
romantic tale. A: recent account of 
Hangcbow aud its surroundings, which 
has been given by Mr. Green, a mis- 
sionary of that ill, confirms. these re- 
marks. Take afew specimens. Near 
Hangehow is found a lofty aud grace- 
fal tower, called the Pau-shub-t’ah. 
The legend states that the building was 
erected as a thank-offering by one 
Tsien-kiu, a tributary monarch, who 
was requested to pay a visit of cere- 
mony to the reigning Emperor, whom 
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he had reason to suspect of harbour! 
ill designs against him, In his terror 
he yowed a vow to the Gods, that in 
case of coming out of the Dragon's 
jaws scathless, he would erect a tower 
to the Protecting Divinities. And the 
“Needle Tower” is the record of his 
faithful observance of his promise. 
There is a strange story covnected 
with the Tien-chuh-sz, the Ceylon 
monastery. The Goddess of merey 
is the presiding deity of the place, and 
the legend goes to show that the image 
of the Goddess is of miraculous or 
origin, It is said that a certain priest, 
living among the hills, saw a peculiar 
light in ono of the valleys, and on go- 
ing to the placo found that it emanated 
man opening in the ground. On 
digging down, he found a wonderful 
piece of wood out of which was carved 
the image of the Goddess that is wor- 
shipped in tho monastery. With o 
temple in tho vicinity, an old belief is 
linked up. Ib is erected to the God of 
Bachelors, and so, as we might expect, 
at the shrine of this deity elderly 
single gentlemen wishing wives aro 
often seon bowing and lamenting their 
lonely condition, and praying for the 
blessings of home and family. 

But the numerous and aifecting le- 
gends that record the devotion and 

atriotism of ancient classic heroes are 
Bistanced by the benutifnl story of the 
death of Yoh-fi, ono of thegreatest of the 
Sung generals. Wo read that, “ when 
it was announced to him that it was 
the will of the Emperor, that he aud 
his eldest son should suffer death for 
their alleged crimes, he told the officer 
that he had but a single request to 
prefer; and that was,that his son Yoh- 
yuen should be executed first; lest he, 
by some means escaping, should bear 
to the army the tidings of the fate of 
their loved leader, which he foresaw 
would lead to revolt, in which his name 
and family would be implicated. This 
request was granted him, and Yoh-fi was 
thus permitted to give a melancholy 
pledge of his loyalty to his Emperor, 
even in death.” 

Mr. Wylie, in his notes of a journey 
through Hoopeb, speaks of the legend- 
ary lore that enriches that district. 
Speaking of the Twelve Peaks of Woo- 
shan he says. “Traditions are rife re- 
garding these peaks; nota few of them 
carry their individual legends, and 
poets and fatalists have found ample 
material there for the employment of 
their pencils. Tothe Female Spirit of the 
Gorge is attributed the greater part 
of the natural phenomena of the locali- 
ty. Among her various recorded ap- 
paritions, ot course, there is one to the 
Great Yu; and a stone altar is pointed 
out on oue of the peaks, where she pre- 
sented him with a written charm, that 
enabled him to carry through his labours 
in this difficult passage.” In auotlier 
place ho says: “just about dusk we 
reached a place on the right bank, 
named Mang-leang-te or Mang-leang’s 
ladder.” ‘This refers to a period the 
history of the Sung dynasty; Mang- 
leang being a kind of theatrical myth, 
first a freebooter, and afterwards an 
officer in the Imperial Army. Certain 
marks are pointed ont in the face of the 
rock, asthe places whero he fixed a 
wooden framework, in order to.scale 
the cliff.” 











These instances mast suffice for the 
present, but they are sufficient to show 
the world of interest that lies around 
us and about us on all sides. ‘The very 
names of the places indicate that stories 
are connected with them. “Golden 
Yoke steps,” “Iron coffin Hills,” “Old 
Street Rapid,” “Yellow Ox precipices” 
all suggest romantic associations ; and 
we are assured that, inevery province, 
there are similar treasures awaiting 
the digger. The folk lore of a country 
is always interesting ; and far more 
important results than we at first 
imagine, may follow on the discovery 
of the resemblance that exists between 
the legends of different lands. ‘The 
identification of myths throws light 
on the beliefs of the world, and an 
intelligent investigator like Mr. Baring 
Gould’ would find ample employment 
in this untravelled field. 





BARON RICHTHOFEN. 

Xeseems likely that Hongkong, also, will 
contribute liberally to the support of Baron 
Richthofen’s exploratory projects ; so that 
every security which ample funds can give, 
will be present to guarantee success. Great 
interest in the Baron’s movements is felt 
in the colony, as the first district he pur- 
poses visiting is the West River; and Hong- 
kong feels a little ashamed, apparently, at 
the contrast between its own inactivity in 
regard to this channel of communication, 
and the course taken by the Shanghai Cham- 
ber, in reference to the Yangtze and Sze- 
chuen. The flood of light which was cast 
upon districts, before almost unknown, in 
the able Report drawn up by Messrs. 
Michie and Francis, is held to be an earnest 
of success for the explorations projected by 
Baron Richthofen. But in supporting his 
design, the Hongkong papers are 
very severe on tho minority of the 
Shanghai Chamber, who demurred to 
the grant proposed at their Inst meeting. 
Wo think, however, that the gentlemen 
who did so demur have a right to be 
spoken of with more courtesy than they have 
received at the hands of our southern 
contemporaric.. They were a minority, 
certainly, but ‘here is nothing specially 
blame-worthy in that ; indeed we have 
heard a very able reasoner demonstrate 
that history proves minorities to have been 
generally in the right, and majorities in the 
wrong, We do not think so in this in- 
stance; but there was very fair ground 
for questioning whether the “China Asso- 
ciation,” which had been declared a fai- 
lure, would not have been a more impor- 
tant object for support. And this, proba- 
bly, is what was meant by the suggestion 
that the funds of the Chamber might be 
more usefully employed in trying to lay a 
clearer view of the political position, be- 
fore people at home. 

But, though we deprecate any violent 
animadversion on the conduct of those 
gentlemen who hesitated about granting 
money for the Geological Survey, we 
repeat that we think they wero mis- 
taken, We have, for some time, Inboured 
under a great disadvantage in approaching 
the ministers at Peking and the officials 
of the Foreign office, owing to our absolute 
ignorance of the state of the country. The 
Principles which the progressionists advoca- 





ted, were obviously wise and right. Tho 
arguments they used were sensible and 
weighty, but they had not the indispensible 
accompaniment of “facts.” They fired guns 
that were heavily charged with powder, 
but contained no ball. We should have 
been able to point ont “what we wanted 
to get”; and ‘‘where we wanted to go,” 
and “ how we wanted to go there” ; if we 
had a reason to give for our objections to 
the prevalent policy, we might be assured 
that it would have far greater weight than 
if we discharged volleys of declamation, 
and left them, like a cloud of cavalry, strug- 
gling to take possession of a post, unsup- 
ported by artillery. All this was clearly 
seen by those members of our Chamber of 
Commerce, who constituted the majority 
when the crucial question was submitted 
as to the Baron’s Survey ; and though wo 
do think that a groater measure of consi- 
deration should be shown to the minority 
ho shivered on the brink of spending Tis. 
), we anticipate that very practical and 
geod results will ensue from the exploror’s 
efforts. He is full of energy and know- 
ledge, and by no means disposed to take 
a roseate view of the country and its pro- 
bable material wealth. He, will we believe, 
fairly state the gains likely to accrue to 
the foreign merchant from opening the 
interior ; and he will do, on a larger seale_ 
perhaps, what the Report of the Yangtszo 
Commission has done on as.nrul one. ‘The 
old Mercantile Corporations who were the 
nursing fathers of British commerce, bore 
the quaint but honourable name of ‘« mer- 
chant venturers.” It would be well if 
merchants never engaged in any less ques- 
tionable ventures than that of helping by 
a few taels the cause of scientific explora- 
tion in China,

CANTON. 

‘The Daily Press says authentic informa- 
tion has come to hand that a gigantic sys- 
tem of squeezing on the Chinese, in Canton, 
engaged in foreign trade, has just been 


inaugurated at that place. ‘The various 
ilds have been squeezed during the last 
few days by the Viceroy to the amounts of 
$10,000 each, viz: the piece goods guild, 
the cotton yarn guild, the raw cotton guild, 
&c., &e., under the pretence that the 
money is wanted to carry jon the war 
against the Panthays in Yunan. In order 
to reconp themselves, the guilds have re- 
solved to levy a tax on all manufactures, 
&e., &c., imported into Canton, which tax 
is to come into operation on Saturday next, 
Annexed is the scale of charges, and it is 
needless to add that the money will even- 
tually come out of the foreigner's pockets. 
This is a very encouraging inauguration of 
the new treaty arrangement, and comes at 
a most opportune time. Large shipments 
of goods have gone up to Canton during 
the last day or two, in order to get them 
in before the new squeeze comes into force. 
One large import house made several sales 
yesterday for shipment by Kinshan to-day.

‘The subscription of Tis. 25 had mot and 
{ally eovered all the oxpenses of the Cham- 
ber during the past year. As to the pro- 
ject of establishing, at home, a China As- 
Zociation or some agency of that kind, he 
thought the failure to get up suficient 
subscription showed the feeling of the 
community to be adverse; and that the 
proposed increase was unnecessary. 

‘Mr. Porter thought the failure to get 
up a China Association, here, had arisen, 
not from an. adverse feeling, but from, 
conviction that~ peoplo at home cout 
hot. be got to work in conjunction 











With us. But recent occurrences had prov- 
ed that we must look out for ourselves. 
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Mr. Bext cordially supported Mr John- 
son’s motion, and hoped that other mem- 
bers would agree in the suggestion of the 
Committee. It might be quite true that 
the bare expenses of the Chamber had been 
met, during the past year, by a subscrip- 
tion of Tis. 25. But objects of the kind re- 
ferred to byMr. Johnson, whicit were within 
the province of the Chamber could not be 
carried out on such small resources. It came 
to this that we paid the money into the 
hands of the best men who could be select- 
ed from the community, to forward the 
interests of onr commerce. Mr. Johnson 
had said this Chamber hoped, in conjunc- 
tion the Hongkong Chamber, to do what 
it had been proposed to do by means of 
an Association; and he thonght the best 
thing they could do was to place funds at 
the disposal of the Committee, for the 

pose. 

Mr. Hoae thought one point had been 
rather lost sight of, and that was, the rea- 
son for which the subscription had been 
reduced, before. It had been reduced to 
increase the uumber of members, and 
now that the mumber stood at a large 
figure, it was questionable whether they 
did not risk reducing these, by raising the 
amount of subscription, 

‘Mr. Braxp was exceedingly sorry to 
find opposition to so very reasonable a 
proposal, He had heard that dislike was 
shown to the change; but it seemed to 
him unreasonable, He would put the 
question to them as practical men; the 
Work had been admirably conducted, their 
interests regarded, and now a splendid letter 
produced, at a ‘cost, to them, of some 
‘ls, 1,406. Where else could they expect 
to find so able work dune at so small an e: 
pense. He had pleasure in suporting Mr. 
Johnson's proposal. 

The Cuarnsax would remark, in reply 
to Mr. Hogy, who seomed to’ taunt the 
Chamber. with having overlooked some- 
thing ; that Me. Hogg seemed to over- 
look’ ‘something, also. The object of 
the Chamber was not merely to get 
tmembors. [€ members deprived them 
of the power of doing anything, they 
had better not have them, Mr. John- 
sm had showed that the objects of 
Ue Chamber, in future, would be very dif- 
ferent from the past. ‘They had to combat 
powerful opposition athome, where their 
‘bjects and character were misrepresented 
Some people, he was aware, thought the 
Chamber was yoing out of its province in 
taking up such’ matters. But it was some- 
times necessary to go out of one’s pro- 
vince, He had lately been reading over 
ome correspondences, which comprised 
everything, collected from Consnlar, Cus- 
toms and’ other ‘official reports,’ that 
could possibly be said against China; 
and any one reading 

ink it was almost a erime to live here. 
way necessary to combat th 
presentations, and to be provided not 
‘only for the present, but for the future. 
Hoe was not going to raise an op- 
pos ion to the present motion. He had 

eon very glad to hear the explanation 
which Mr, Johnson had given, of the Com- 
anitteo’s projects. It was entirely satisfac- 
tory to learn that they purposed devoting 
attention and energy to the representa- 
tion of our affairs at home.» At the last 
meeting, he had raised his voice in the 
fame direction, He had been called anti- 
Progressive, because he had objected to 
vote a sum to aman of science’ But he 
had not changed his opinion, and though 
he might still be “ harping on the same 
string,” he repeated that it was not in 
the province of the Chamber to support a 
scheme such as was then brought for- 
ward. He only hoped, however, that the 
energy Mr. Johnson had pointed ‘to would 
now be exerted to its utmost. It might be 
depended on, that thep would then be 
laying a more secure foundation for pro- 
gress, than by devoting their means to the 
‘Support of such schemes as that of Baron 
Richthofen, 






































‘The resolution was then put to the meet- 
ing and carried by 13 votes to 10. 

‘Mr Porvox wished to propose another 
resolution, which would be more or less an 
extension of the previous one. Its object 
was to admit individual members at a less 
rate of subscription. The plan worked 
well in Hongkong, and he did not see why 
it should not do so here. His proposal was 

‘That Rule No. 3 be altered so to read “that 
all mereantile firms and iduals not mem- 
bers of firms in Shanghai, enguged or interested 
in the Commerce or of China, shall be 
eligible for admission xs members in the manner 
hereafter described, and on payment of ls. 50 
from firms and Tis. 20 from individuals for the 
current yea ny ial subscript 
paynble in a-!vance on 1: the Coun 
to decide whether an applicant ixentitled to ad- 
mission as an individual or as a firm, 

‘Mr. Extas asked whether it were intended 
to give the Tls. 20 subscriber the same 
right of voting as the Tis. 59 one. 

‘Mr. Carrse said the proposal was open 
to the objection that it might give a pre- 
ponderance of power to persons not inter- 
ested in trade. Or,—without wishing to 
be personal—he might ea firm like 
Russell & Co. which had, he believed the 
largest staff of employés. Suppose they 
subscribed Tis. 20 a-piece for all these, they 
might come in a body and outvote us all. 

‘Phe Cuaresax reminded members that 
the mode of election was by ballot, and that 
members had power to reject any one they 
pleased. ‘ 

Mr.Mrsomseconded the resolution, which 
was put to the meeting and lost. 

‘Mr. Mrtsoxt next wished to’ propose an 
alteration in Rule XI, by the addition of 
the words 

‘And that they have the power to appoint 
Sub-Committees from th own number for 
any purpose whatever, and to elect other mem- 
bers of the Chamber to serve with them on 
these Sub-Committees. 

Many meinbers lost interest in the Cham- 
ber, at present; having only an opportunity 
of learning its workin two or three times 
ayear. If, every now and again, members 
having special information on different 
subjects were invited to serve on sub- 
Committees, interest would be kept alive. 

Mr. Rem had pleasure in secouding the 
proposal, He thought valuable aid might 
thas be frequently rendered to the C 

ittee, by men possessing specific infor- 
mation, of which the Committee might be 
ignorant. 

Mr. Bett thought the Committee alrea- 
dy had the power which the resolution 
proposed to confer, and questioned 
necesity 

‘Mr. Hoco said the Chamber elected a 
sufficient number of representatives. If 
they wanted information from individuals, 
they had only to apply direct to these, 
without appointing a sub-committee. 

‘The resolution was then put, and carried 
by 11 to 10. 

Mr. Punpow wished to suggest a pro- 
ject which he was surprised to learn had 
been tried before in Shanghai, and had 
failed. He thought it would be a great 
benefit to merchants, if accurate returns 
of the stocks of manufactured goods could 
bo obtained. It had been tried in Hong- 
kong and had failed; but there was, there, 
a professed reason. “The Secretary’ to the 
‘Hongkong Chamber was a trader, and men 
objected to disclose their business to him. 
But here we had an independent Secretary, 
and the details of merchant’s returns might 
be private from any one interested. De- 
tails might be sent in to the Secretary in a 
sealed envelope, and areturn published i 
the fortnightly report. He would, then, 
Propose 

That the Secretary be authorised to collect 
(every three months) from the foreign merean- 
tile firms, the particulars of stocks of imports 
in godowns in their hands, and embody the 
same in the Chamber of Commerce Report, the 
members of the Chamber agreeing to ‘give 
such particalars and asking those firms who 
are not members to do the same, 




































































‘Mr. Bert seconded the proposal. Ithad 
certainly been tried before, and failed, but 
that was no reason why, in a more ad- 
vanced state of civilisation, it should not 
succeed now. 

‘Mr. Porter suggested quarterly returns, 
instead of fortnightly ; the latter would 
be giving the Secretary too much work. 

‘Mr. PORDON was quite willing to concur in 
any suggestion as to time ; but if it were ob- 
jected that the Chamber was not capable— 

Me. Porrer—Oh, capable of anything, 
it is only a question of labour. 

Mec Braxp thought it must still be fresh 
in the minds of the Chamber what reason 
had been given for the failure, before. It 
had been tried a year or tio ago, and 
abandoned. 

‘Mr. Apaxs said it had been tried a long 
time in Hongkong, but abandoned be- - 
cause it was found so many firms did not 
contribute, although it was equally under- 
stood, there, that the returns should bo 
private. At the present time the Han- 
kow Chamber of Commerce Report pub- 
lished in a return of sales ; but at the bot- 
tom of the report is appended an “ csti- 
nuate of sales by firms which had not con- 
tributed.” Some people objected to ex- 
pose their busines. 

‘Mr. Poxoox wonld like to hear any rea- 
son that any one might have for objecting 
to make the return. 

‘The Cxarsax said there could be no 
harm in making one more trial, to find out 
whether it were feasible or not. (To Mr. 
Adams) He believed the attempt had 
been abandoned before, because it had 
been found that one or two firms did 
not make returns. 

Mr. ADaMs had no objection, person- 
ally, to the project, but le would liko to 
know, after tho first report was made, 
whetlier the response had been satisfac- 
tory, or whether the project were likely to 
fail. 

‘Mr. JL. Muncer thought that, in passing 
the resolution, they would be making a rule 
they could not possibly carry out. From 
the reply of the Chairman to Mr. Adams 
it was evident that one or two firms would 
not send in such reports. It had been tried 
in Hongkong, in Hankow, and in Yoko- 
ama, and found impracticable ; and was 
ikely to be found impracticable hero. (To 
Mr. Johnson) He would be most happy 
to give his own returns. 

Mr. Poxvox, as no one said he would 
not give, dd not oe why the project should 
not be tried. He did not see why wo 
should not prove superior to Hongkong, 
Hankow, or Yokohama. ‘The object of @ 
General Chamber of Commerce seemed to 
him to be to get statistics and information 
regarding the general trade. 

Ir. Haxpury suggested the insertion of 
the word ‘present after “Chamber.” 
‘The mercantile community was very fairl 
represented, to-day; and he thought if 
one or two firms did’ object, their opposi- 
tion should not be allowed to mar the 
whole thing. It would not be difficult for 
the Secretary to find out or guess at their 
stocks. The desire to get these statistics 
appeared nearly unanimous, and it would 
be a pity for one or two objectors to spoil 
the project 

‘Mr. Mruter remembered that ono of the 
objectors, before, was a Bank; and thought 
he was right in saying that the Banks 
would still object. 

‘Mr. Poxpos thought that dificulty would. 
be obviated, if the owner of the goods held 
by the Bank considered them ss his, and 
returned them as such. Even now, very 
nearly accurate returns could be compiled, 
by enquiry from native and foreign bro- 
Kers; and.it was better for every one that 
accurate, instead of inaccurate, informa- 
tion should be compiled. 

‘Mr. Canren would certainly refuso to 
give a return, and if he found any spies 
about his godown, he would give them in 
custody. When the plan had been tried 
before, iétwas found that oneman had tak- 
en 10,000 pieces from his stock of Spanish

Stripes, and added them to something else ; 
the consequence was that the Spanish 
Stripes market became firm. 

Mr. Porvox did not think the commu- 
nity was so demoralised as to give false 
returns. If he wanted to mislead, he could 
€o so at any time, by telling a broker he 
had 50,000 pieces more or less, in his 
godowns—much more effectually than by 
making a false return for the Chamber of 
‘Commerce Report. 

The resolution (including Mr. Hanbury’s 
amendment,) was then put tu the meeting, 
and carried with 1 dissentent. 

‘The Cuarmatan next suggested that tele- 
grams should be sent to England, as they 
were now received. Members must have 
felt the inconvenience and expense of 
telegraphing matters of commercial news 
which were public. ‘There was no advan- 
tage in each individual sending such news, 
distinctly ; while the aggregate cost was 
much greater than if a general telegram 
were sent by the Chamber, for distribution 
by an agent in London. 

Mr. Extas suggested that arrangements 
might be made with the Times to publish 
such a telegram, without the trouble of 
distribution. 

Mr. Haxnuny thought it would be un- 
wise to give away the benefit of such a 
telegram to the public. It would be better 
to allow one man to receive and distribute 
it among firms interested. 

‘Mr. Apaws said a question arose whe- 
ther a public telegram would do awa 
with the necessity for private ones. Al- 
ready, in several public places of business, 
in Condon, telegrams were posted up, a8 
early as they were received in private 
houses. 

‘Mr. Bett said there was certainly need 
for, some public telegram ; since one of the 
Jurgest Manchester houses had written' that 
a “telegram had been received quoting 
8} Ibs. Shirtings 2.4,, but they could hard- 
ly credit it.” Tt was well known that no 
such price had been reached ; and that 
prices telegraphed were often larger than 
the truth. 

‘Mr. Hoce endorsed Mr. Adams’ remark, 
that public telegrams were already received 
at Home. 

‘Mr. Mirsow believed Reuter & Co. al- 
ready hind agents here who sent telegrams, 
regularly, which were published in the 
Times. 

Mr. Branp suggested that all trouble 
might be saved, if Reuter & Co. were re- 
quested to get iheir information from the 
Chamber of Commerce. No doubt great 
damage was done to trade by such false 
telegrams as the one which had been re- 
forred to, of Tis. 2.4 for Shirtings. 

‘The Crrarnatan suggested that, after this 
Aiscussion, the matter had better be left in 
the hands of the Committee. 

‘The next matter for consideration was 
the letter which had been drawn up to 
En Clarendon, regarding the revision of 
the Treaty. The Committee regretted that 
circumstances had prevented them putting 
itearlier in the hands of the Chamber. 
But he still hoped they had time to con- 
sider it sufficiently, as it was essential it 
should be sent home at once, "before the 
Convention could be ratified. 

‘Mr. Canrenreferred to Rule—providing 
that no question affecting the trade of the 
port should be discussed unless a majority 
of the Chamber were present, and asked 
whether a majority were present, now. 

‘Mr. Jouxsox appealed to Mr. Carter not 
to press his objection. He was aware that 
a majority was not present ; but if the ob- 
jection were pressed, all the labour of the 
‘Committee was gone for nothing. 

Mr. Canter would, then, leave them 
to it; and quitted the room followed by 
Mr, Dalgleish. 

‘The Cuarmwan thought Mr. Carter's re 
mark irrelevant to the present question ; 
and the meeting proceeded to consider the 
etter. 

‘Mr. Bert, would say, for himself, 
that he most thoroughly approved the 























letter which had been drawn up. It 
advocated principles in thorough consis- 
tency with those which had been expressed 
by the Chamber, and placed the opmions 
which had been expressed in regard to the 
revision, most forcibly before H.B. M. 
Government. He proposed 


‘That the letter of the Chamber of Commerce 
to the Earl of Clarendon on the Revised Treaty. 
as prepared by the Committee und laid before 
the Members, be approved of, and the Commit- 
tee authorized to forward it to H. M. Govern- 
ment, $ 














‘Mr. Porpos agreed that it was a capital 
letter, and embodied all that they wanted 
to say. The only point to which he object- 
ed was toa paragraph on the 9th page, 
about opium ; in which the Chamber sai 
they were unable to understand the in- 
crease to the duty on opium. He 
thonght the increase was very easy to 
derstand. Opium was a luxury—consi 
ed by many a and pernicious 
luxury, such as mi ly be subjected 
to a heavy tax. Other countries taxed 
luxuries of the kind, such as whi 
bacco &e"; and he thought 10 per cent was 
nota heavy tax. Increasing duty _on the 
foreign drag would not necessarily in- 
crease the native production. The Chinese 
had often shown a very sincere desire to 
check the consumption of opium. At on 
time, as all were aware, they had pai 



























a 
very large sum to get rid of all that was in 


the country. Finding they could not suc- 
ceed in destroying the trade, they had done 
the next best thing they could do, in lega- 
lising it. He thought the paragraph in 
question had better be left out. 

TheCnammmaNsaid theduty was increased 
on three things; and the Committee had ob- 
jected, on principle, to the increase in each 
‘ease alike. 

‘Mr. Pornos said the question presented 
itself in another aspect. There wero few 
firms now engaged in the opium trade, and 
it was a question whether that trade 
was advantageous to the mercantile body 
whether the large export of bullion th: 
took place, in payment for opium, were not 
prejudicial to the general trade. 

‘The subject however droppe 
Ropenrso¥ called attention to the clause, 
on page 4, relating to. the appropriation 
of Transit Dues. It had been recently 
explained by Sir Rutherford Alcock, in the 
course of a private letter from which an 
extract was read by Mr. Cunningham at 
the last meeting, that the proceeds of these 
taxes are apportioned betweon Peking and 
the Provinces. Mr. Robertson was pro- 
ceeding to explain his objection, when— 

‘Mr. Apaws wished to ask whether this 
were a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce or a public necting. He had no 
doubt the information which Mr. Robert- 
son was giving would be valuable, but he 
thought it right to speak on the question 
of urder—whetherany one who chose, could 
come to the meeting and speak. 

Mr. Rovertsox would terminate the 
point of order at once. If an erroncor 
statement were allowed to go home in the 
letter, the loss would be that of the Cham- 
ber, not his. ‘ 

‘The Cuarmwan said, undoubtedly it was 
not a public meeting, and Mr. Robertson 
could not vote. It was a question for the 
meeting to decide whether he should be i 
vited to continue his remarks, Individu: 
ly, he wished to hear him. 

‘Mr. Jonxsox said they ‘ought to be in- 
debied to any one who would come forward 
and give then his views. 

‘A show of hands was unanimous in fav- 
our of Mr. Robertson continuing. 

‘Mr. Apaws said the question was now 
raised, whether it were necessary to become 
amember of the Chamber ; because, if it 
were understoni that any one could come 
tothe meeting and speak, there was no 
object in membership.

IMPORTS—SUNDRIES. 


Os the 29th ultimo, the last issue of the 
commercial article’ of the North-China 
Herald for 1869, went before the public. 
We now present the first for 1870. We 
trust our remarks during the past year 
have not been without value; and we ex- 
press a hope that, for the coming year, our 
endeavours to place before the public a 
reliabic report on ‘Imports and Sundries” 
will be crowned with success, At this sea- 
sou, one has scarcely to write of business as 
it is, but rather of what it may be. We 
are just through the Christmas holidays 
and, as we begin to feel tho necessity of 
putting on the harness of toil, the Chinese 
cease to enter upon new operations, and 
devote their energies to closing their past 
year’s accounts and preparing for their 
‘usual New Year festivities. Under these 
conditions, we may fairly be excused for 
having nothing to record ; had it not been 
for a good demand for the river ports, 
business would have been at a comparative 
stand-still. ‘There has, however, been an 
unusual demand for Grey Shirtings for 
river ports. Stocks of Grey Shirtings are 
estimated at about double what they were 
at this period last year. A reference to 
ours of January Sth, 1869, will tind a com- 
ment upon a despatch from the British 
Legation at Pekin to the Consul at Amoy. 
Since when, the Legation has propounded 
anew treaty, or rather a revised treaty ; 
the permission to navigate the inland waters 
by voatels not propelled. by steam is some- 
what altered, we cannot say amended. In 
the new treaty, or proposed new treaty, 
somebody is also to be allowed to havea tug- 
boat on the Poyang Lake. By this Mail 
a letter on the subject of the revised treaty 
-<from the Chamber of Commerce to the 
Earl of Clarendon—will go home, and 
doubtless will bo in the columns of 
Aaily papers soon after arrival. It will 
be found a clear and exhaustive 
document, saying pretty much that the 
proposed revision, while taking away much 
that we have, gives little that we have not, 
and explaining that we want not so much 
new treaties as we require existing ones to 
bo enforced ; the pepper of the whole is, 
that Asiaties believe no bond, no agree- 
ment, no convention, no treaty that is not 
supported by a conciliatory gun-boat. 

In our issue of the Sth January, 1868, 
wo gave the prices of a few leading imports 
for the four years then ended. We will 
append this table in our next.
